Miss Kathleen Barry, General Secretary 
of the Irish Republican Prisoners’ Depen-

The applications of a number of tenants in 
Newbliss, County Monaghan, and the vicinity, 
came before the Court for decision as to 
whether the holdings came within the Land 
Act of 1923. Proceedings were brought by 
the landlord against the tenants by Civil Bill 
for the recovery of arrears of rent at the 
Clones October Sessions. It was contended 
on behalf of the tenants that the Land Act 
of 1923 applied to their holdings, and the 
County Court Judge adjourned the hearing of 
the cases to the January Sessions, for the 
poner of having the question decided by the 

d Commissioner. 

In the case of Thomas McPhillips, tenant, 
the holding consisted of a house in the 
village of Newbliss, to which a licence was 
attached, and land outside. 

Mr. Justice Wylie held that the holding did 
not come within the Act, and allowed the 
landlords £6 6s. Od. costs. 

In the case of Mrs. Catherine Connolly, the 
holding also consisted of a house in the 
village and land outside. The tenant is a 
widow. Her husband was a blacksmith, and 
worked a forge on the holding during his 
lifetime, but the forge had since been 
abandoned. 

Mr. Justice Wylie held that the holding 
came within the d Act, and allowed the 
tenant £6 6s. Od. costs. 

In the case of Laurence. Murray, who is a 
school teacher retired on pension, Mr. Justice 
Wylie said that the case was just on the 
very verge. He decided against the tenant, 
and allowed the landlord £5 5s. costs. 

In the case of Hugh McGinn, there were 

two holdings, on one of which there was a 
publichouse. 
_ Mr. Justice Wylie held that the holding 
in which the publichouse is was outside the 
Act, and that the other holding came within 
the Act. 

In the case of Mrs. Catherine Harte, whose 
husband was a pensioner in the R.I.C., Mr. 
Justice Wylie said that he came to the con- 
clusion with some doubt that the holding did 
not come within the Act. 

A number of applications in the case of 
Clare Sheridan, landlord, formerly the Atkin- 
son estate, Co. Cavan, was also disposed of.

Many theories 
have been mooted to explain Mr. Baldwin’s 
fateful choice, but his explanation is 
quite simple. He became convinced that 
the restoration of norma] conditions “in 
Europe would be a prolonged and heavy 
task and that during that period of trial 
protective measures alone could save 
British industry. He may have been 
wrong then, and his persistent faith in 
the remedy which the Country has rejected 
may be more pathetic than wise; but his 
successor will have no right to contradict 
him until Sodialism has succeeded where 
Conservatism failed. 

After Mr. Ramsay Macdonald had spoken, 
a vote was taken on the Labour Party’s 
amendment that “ Your Majesty’s present

The Tourist Traffic. 


We welcome .the effort to revive the 
Tourist Organisation of Ireland, which was 
forced to spans its operations nearly nine 
years ago.| A successful meeting has been 
held in Dublin, and a smal] committee has 
been formed to arrange for an extensive 
“publicity ’’ campaign. “The possibilities 
of Ireland as a tourist resort are 
almost unlimited. Within an hour’s motor 
drive from Dublin visitors can find some of 
the most delightful scenery in Western 
Europe, while from. Glengariffe to Lough 
Gill the country is studded with beauty 
spots of the. rarest charm. Yet, even 


head, comparatively few tourists visited 
Ireland. Killarney was: a Mecca for re- 
turned Irish-Americans; devoted fisher- 
men who were “in the know” drew rich 
harvests from our Irish ‘rivers, and occa- 
sional travellers with a taste for adventure 
ventured outside the Pale. For lack of 
proper advertisement, however, the 
beauties of Ireland’s scenery were 
neglected scandalously, and. probably a 
greater number of tourists visited the Isle 
of Man in a month than came to this 
country in a year. The aim of the people 
who are reviving, the Tourist Organisation 
is to attract the right kind of visitors to 
Ireland. Of course, the passion for 
tourists can be carried too far. Some- 
body once said of Switzerland that it was 
not a country,.but. a hotel, and no self- 
respecting Irishman would like that taunt 
to be levelled at his native land. ‘Too 
many tourists. tend to demoralise a people. 
The: evils of such. traffic.may be. seen in 
most of the great tourist centres of the 
Continent, where the local inhabitants 
simply batten: on: the. foreigners and lose 
most of their self-respect in the process. 
There is, however, a happy mean towards 
which the Irish people ought. to strive 
‘Under the Health Resorts and Watering 
Places (Ireland) Act of 1909 cities, towns 
and even villages are empowered to strike 
a marimum rate of one penny in the 
pound for the purposes of advertisement, 
and, if the money raised in this way could 
be pooled by some central organisation, 
excellent. results might be obtained. The 
Free State needs money. A well-organised 
tourist traffic would yield a considerable 
revenue, and, at the same time, it would 
give foreigners an opportunity of making 
themselves acquainted at first hand with 
the nation of which they have heard and 
read so much during the past. ten years. 
Tourists would bring new ideas into 
Ireland, and their reports of the 
condition of the. country would do much 
to. enhance’ the nation’s credit abroad. 
Nothing can be done without the active 
help of the people themselves. Every local 
authority in the tourist areas ought to 
strike a. rate without delay and institute a 
campaign .of intelligent and dignified 
advertisement. The, central’ committee 
can co-ordinate local efforts and direct 
them into the most useful channels.

At eight our char-a-banc appeared bearing 
a big poster announcing that the rietor 
was no profiteer, and that he would run to 
London deily for £1 per person (the first class 
rail fare was 18s.) if the strike took place... 

' My chief impressions on the six-hour run to 
London were the much better view of the 
countryside one enjoys when travelling by 
road than by rail, and the strange sight of 
two or three derelict trains standing ' miles 
from anywhere ” on the railway. ~ 5 

Two o'clock saw us at Charing Cross, amid 
a scene of extraordinary commotion and 
bustle. Every ‘available vehicle in London 
appeared to have been pressed into service, 
many seemed to have been ressurected from 
the scrap-heap and had no number plates, and 
thoueknda of bicycles filled all available inter- 
stices in the traffic. 7 

Crowds stood at the principal corners, and 
as private cars and lorries came along their 
drivers called out their destination and invited 
any going their way to have a “lift.” It was 
noticeable that the only motorists who did not 
offer. accommodation were the drivers of Rolls- 
Royces and other luxury cars. Bat the crowd 
did not always wait for an invitation, 

By such a lift I got to Hammersmith, and 
after a long wait—it was “women and children 
first ’’—a military lorry. discharged part of a 
cargo of civil. servants and took me on to 
Ealing, where, as it was after midnight, I 
had to waken my friends by throwing gravel 
at the windows. oo 

Next morning at nine there was a "bus 
queue, 250 yards long, and at eleven it was 
still longer. My friend was not a newspaper- 
man. for nothing. He took me down a side 
street, where we found a perfectly empty ‘bus 
about to start, and after apparently touring 
miles of -countryside we reached Victoria, and 
eventually got to. Fleet street. 

In the evening, feeling very ‘cute, I took 
a ’bus going the “wrong ” way, thinking to 
come back from the terminus. But there the 
conductor bowed+me out, with a remark: 
‘There is the end of the queue, sir,” pointing 
to a quarter-mile of humanity. 

A day later found me at Ruston with a 
crowd of some.two hundred. The station was 
full of yellow fog; and nothing else. An 
official appeared- and addressed the crowd: 
“There is one train ready to leave in an hour. 
Does anyone want to go to Birmingham? 
We all said yes, and he told us we could 
get as far as Birmingham, or even Man- 
chester, or, with luck, Liverpool. At twenty 
miles an hour we. steamed north, passing 
Bugby, where a cordon of police was keeping | 
back an excited crowd of strikers from the: 
station yard. Severe] times we stopped while 
the fireman got out, walked on to a signal 
cabin to set the points. Both; driver and 
fireman were volunteers—Australian, soldiers— 
and near Birmingham’ their hata were passed 
along the train. When they reached my com- 
partment they were both filled with silver. 

One. of those excellent red ‘‘ Midland’’ 
‘buses took me on to my destination. 

There I remained until the end of the 
strike. 

The present strike, being only partial, and 
leaving the underground unaffected, will, of 
course, cause much less dislocation of traffic— 
but, then, it won't be half as interesting or 
exciting. |

No 
looase will Conservative and Liberal be 
able to: oppe other in industrial 
constituencies, and, perhaps, not in any 
other, while it may expected that the 
number of Socialist candidates at any 
future election will be increased consider- 
ably. Mr. Asquith, in fact, is opening the 
door which niay let in anything. . 

Now that the die is cast it is fully 
expected that everything will proceed in 
the normal way. The Prime Minister will 
offer his resignation to the King to-morrow 
morning, and will suggest the name of 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald as a successor. 
The King will send for Mr. Macdonald, 
who will probably kiss hands at once on 
his appointment as Prime Minister, and 
then proceed to form his Government. 
This should not take him long; for it }s 
known that he has alreddy many accept- 
ances of office in his possession, but there 
will be some delay while the exchange of 
seals takes place between the outgoing aní 
the-incoming Ministers..When his Govern- 
ment is virtually complete, Mr. Mac- 
donald will meet the House of Commons. 


The Privy Council. 


It will be interesting to see what steps 
Mr. Macdonald will take regarding the 
Privy Council, He must become a member 
of that body and take the oath of Privy 
Councillor, and it is impossible to imagine 
that he will permit this to stand in,the 
way of his acceptance of office. He then 
becomes the Right Hon. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, a dignity already held. by several 
of his colleagues. It is understood that 
the honour has been offered to Mr. 
Macdonald more than once, but he ‘has 
hitherto declined it. Now that the circum- 
stances are so yery differént, he should 
find no difficulty in accepting it. AA Con- 
stitutional custom demands that he shall 
be a member of the Council. | 


An Anniversary. 


To-morrow is the twenty-third anni- 
versary of Queen Victoria s death, and it 
will be marked by the Crown’s offering.a 
Socialist for the first time the post of 
Prime Minister. Queen Victorias re 
marks on such an event would be 
interesting, but Socialism in her day 
was regarded very differently: It is 
tame compared ‘with some varieties ‘of 
scarlet fever which the world has seen 
since the Great War. Queen Victoria 
never could have dreamed that her 
favourite grand-daughter, the Tsarita of 
Russia, would have met such a horrible 
death at the hands of the Russian. Bol- 
sheviks—a death almost unparalleled in 
the French Revolution; yet to-day the 
country seems quite undisturbed by the 
fact that it is passing into an epoch the 
outcome of which nobody can foresee. 


The Strike. 


It is almost impossible to say whether 
the railway strike 1s a success or a failure. 
Mr. Bromley maintains that it has ex- 
ceeded his expectations, while Mr. Thomas 
thinks it is a fiasco. It has certainly 
failed to stop the railway services com- 
pletely; for many trains have been 
running to-day, though, somewhat itregu- 
larly. If no settlement is madé between 
the two parties, the strike probably will 
come to a crisis on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. Then we shall know what to expect. 
In expert circles it is thought that, af it 
does not break down by the end of the 
present week, 1t may continue for at least 
five or six, , 


London's Plight. 


London people received their letters and 
newspapers as usual before the breakfast 
hour this morning, and it was only by 
reading in the papers that. the strike had 
started at midnight that they knew that. 
there was anything out of the common. 
The milkman and the baker turned ‘up to 
time, and everything seemed hopeful until 
the workers went to the local railway 
station to get to town. There it was found 
that a skeleton service of trains was 
running, and this enabled many thousands 
of people to get to town. The real 
struggle took place this evening when the 
trains leaving the London termi.:i were 
Sa in number and packed almost to the 
roof. 


“* Capitalists,” 


Mr. Bromley, the strike leader, refers 
to-day to the railways as being run 
by “a gang of capitalists.” I heard 
of an incident this morning which 
puts the wicked capitalist in a very 
different light from that which Mr. 
Bromley and his friends would throw upon 
him. A» very well-known business man, 
owning two cars, placed them at the 
corner of a main road, and picked up a 
number of young people, conveying them 
to -the centre of London. He made 
arrangements to take them back at night, 
promising to wait half-an hour to get the 
party complete. One car he drove him- 
self, while the other was in charge of his 
chauffeur. Two cars carried eleven pas- 
sengers in all, and, since one car would 
have to be garaged in town for the day, 
the business man displayed kind thought 
and generosity. 


Skeleton Services. 


It was only to be expected that on the 
first morning of the strike the railway 
system would be working with difficulty. 
Most services were cut down, and, at the 
best, travellers from the suburbs to the 
City were delayed to some extent or other. 
Many workers did not attempt to reach 
the City by train, but chose an alternative 
route where possible, and in this connec- 
tion motor coaches performed good ser- 
vice. Travellers who usually make the 
journey by rail were, as a rule, not dis- 
pleased at the change afforded by a ride in 
an open coach in the bright morning air, 
but the feelings. were different in 
the less congenial weather conditions 
which develo as the day wore on.
